Seorrox 1. There shall be elected in each of the organized
counties of the State, which now are, or may hereafter be
organized for judicial purposes, at the general election next
ensuing, and every two years thereafter, a County Attorney,

lection of Couns who shall hold his office for the term of two years from the
vy Atoney— firat day of January next succeeding his election, and such

County Attorngy shall, before he enters upon the duties of

his office, take and subscribe an oath before any officer compe-
tent to administer the same, to support the Constitution of the
United States, the Constitution of the State of Minnesota, and
faithfolly, impartially, and to the best of his abilities, discharge
the duties of his office as County Attorney, and shall also
execute a bond in the penal sum of one thousand dollars, to
the Board of County Commissionere of the county for which
‘he wae elected, with one or more sufficient sureties, to be
approved by said Commissioners, conditioned, that bhe will
faithfully and imparl.iall_y discharge the duties of County At-
torney, and pay over without delay, to the County Treasurer
all moneys which shall come into his hands, by virtue of his
office, which bond, together with his oath of office shall be
deposited in the office of the Clerk of the District Court of
the proper county, for the protection and benefit of the eounty,
or any party injured by the neglect of said Attorney.
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Skc. 2. It shall be the duty of the County Attorneys of
the several counties of this Stute, to nprenr ia all cases where
the county is a party, and prosecute aml defend for the county,
as ths cate may be, whether such ¢ase bo civil or criminal; to
give opinions and advice to the County Commissioners or any
other officers of said county, upon requesi, of such Commis-
sioners or officers, upon all matters in which the county is or
may be interesied, or in relation to the official duties of any
of srid officers; 1o nitend on all terms of the District Court
for such county, and all other courts having criminal jurig- Dutlesof Ceonsy
diction, and attend all preliminary examinations of eriminals, AVermere
when the magistrate before whom sueh examination is held,
shall request his atlendance, and such criminal is charged
with a felony, or misdemennor, .and whea said justice shall
furnish him with a copy of the complaint, and attend before the
Grand Jury of such county upon the spacial request of said
jury, and examine witnesses in their presence; he shall give
them advice in any legal matter before them, and issue subpos-
nas and process to bring in witnesses before them, or any
magistrate bafore whom he is conducting an examination, and
shall attend all coroners’s inquests at the request of the cor-
oner, and shall draw ail bills of indiciment and all present-
ments found by the Grand Jury of his county, and ehall pros-
ccate all such presentments and indictments to their final
determination, and shall alse prosecuta or defend all other suits,
proceedings, applications or motions, civil or criminal, in
which the county or Stale is interested ns a pnriy.

Bec. 3. No County Attorney shall receive any fee or re- Bhant reccive se
ward from or on hebalf of any prosecutor or other individual, fees from prose-
for services in any prosecution or business to which it shall ¥
be his duty to attend, according, to the provisions of this Act.

Sec. 4. Whenever thera shall not be n County Attorney
for the county, or whan the County Attorney is absent, at the
scasion of the District Court for the county, it shall be the District Coons
duty of the Court to appoint. if necessary, by an order to b may sppoint As
entered in the minuntes of the Court, soe suitable person 1o Woruey-tow com-
perform for such term of Court the duties required by law to
be performed by the County Autorney; and the person so
appointed shal! thereupon be vested with all the powers of
such County Attorney, for that purpose, and the person so
appoitited shall receive a reasonable compeusation for his
servioe, to be aliowed by the Board of Commissioners, and
paid out of the treasury of such county.

See. 5. Evary County Attorney in the State, oo or befors
the fivst day of January in each year, shall make out and file Siiement to be
in the office of the County Auditor, an account in writing, 55 ="
verified by his affidavit, to be filed with said aceount, of all
moneys recaived by him during the preceding year, by virtue
of his office, for fines, recognizances, forfeitures, penalties,
or costs ,and he shall specify in such account the name of the
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person from whom he may hava received such moneys, the par-
ticalaramount paid by such person, and the ¢ause for which each
payment was made, and shall at the same tima, or previounsly,
pay over such money to the County Treasurer, and take a.
receipt and duplicate for the same, aud file the duplicate with
the County Auditor. )

8¢, 6. When any County Attorney shall refuse or neg-
leot to account for and pay over the moneys received by him, -
a8 required by the preceding Saction, it shall be the doty of
the County Auditor to tause s suit Lo be instituted upon the
bond of such County Attorney, for the recovery of the money
so received and uopaid by him, and for damages in failing to
account.

Sec. 7. Each County Attornay shall receive an annusl
salary of not less than §fty dollars, ror more than twelve
hundred dotiars, payable quarterly out of the County Treass-
ry, and the amount within the above limitation shall be de-
termined by the Board of Counmty Cummissioners al any
regular or special session.

8ec, 8. So much of the so-called Public Statutes of Min-
nesota as is contained belween Nection sixty-six (66) and
Section seventy-five (75), inclusive, on pages one hundred
and sixty-four (164) and one hundred and sixiy-five (165), of
the so-called Public Statutes, the same being found on pages
sixty-nine {69) and seventy (70),from Section first, Article
five {5), to Bection nine (9) inclusive, of the Ravised Staintes,
be, and the same is hereby repealed.

Skc. 9. All persona who have been elected and qualified an
District Attorneys under former laws, whoss terms of office -
have not yet expired, shall continne 10 bold and exercise the
dulies of County Attoineys as herein provided, until their

neys to perform {erma of office expire, and théir succeasors are elected and
dutles of County g yalified, and whenever the term ** District Attorney” is used

in any of the Statutes of this State, it shall be construoed to
mean County Attorney.
